COTTONCAST 
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By Gerald Dearing 


UNLESS THERE IS LEGISLATION or a directive to 
prevent it, the trend of cotton prices in 
1957 is upward. The upward tendency in 
prices may undo all the efforts that pro- 
ducers have made to regain and retain mar- 
kets, but they seem certain to move ahead 
at the moment. 














ACREAGE FOR 1957 will be about the same as 
in 1956 and the size of the crop per acre 

Should be as great or greater, depending on 
the amount of irrigation brought into use 

and the usual weather factors. 














THE OVERALL CROP, however, may be 2 million 
bales smaller than in 1956 because of the 
application of the Soil Bank. There seems 
no way of telling how much acreage the Soil 
Bank will take out t of production, but the 
best guess, in the light of the other Soil 
Bank programs, is that farmers will take 
up all the funds available. 

If the Soil Bank should take enough land 
out of production to decrease the yield by 
as much as 2 million bales, the harvest 
would be only 11 million bales. This, in 
itself, will be an inflationary factor. 




















THERE WILL BE EFFORTS MADE in the next Con- 
gress to do a little trading on this price 
support matter. This trading will seek to 
hold the price of cotton at the current 
levels in order to continue to meet the 
competition of synthetics. In return for 
giving up the potential price advance, 
which seems inevitable, the farmer would 
be given additional acreage in order to 
make his farm operation more efficient. 
The increased acreage, it is felt, would 
more than offset the price advantage the 
farmer is giving up. 














THERE IS NO CERTAINTY that the support level 
can be maintained at 82%%. The terrific 
export demand -- which may cause the dis- 

appearance of 7 million bales of cotton 
this season -- must be conSidered in the 
formula for determining the support price 
level. USDA will be hard pressed to 
justify supports as low as they were in 
1956. There is a distinct possibility 
that the best they can figure is 85 to 89% 


of parity. 














ON TOP OF THIS, there is the gradual upswing 
of the parity. If the support level per- 
centage remains at 82% of parity, as it 
was in 1956, the upswing in parity will 
add at least a cent a pound to the loan 
value of cotton. 





IT MAY SOUND SILLY to be paying farmers to 
curtail production through the Soil Bank 
and at the same time giving them additional 
acres through legislation. But that is 
the situation that develops in a legis- 
lated economy. No one foresaw, when the 
Soil Bank was authorized, that the export 
program would reduce supplies as rapidly 
as it has. Exports of 4 million bales 
were hoped for; exports of 5 million bales 
were set as a goal. There was no one who 
dared hope that exports would reach 7 mil- 
lion bales, as they undoubtedly will. 
Exports of 5 million bales, plus the 
effect of the Soil Bank, would have per- 
mitted the holding of prices in line with 
current conditions, but exports of 7 mil- 
lion bales, plus the Soil Bank, may send 
prices so much higher that the benefits 
will be less than the long-range penalty. 
This long-range penalty is the loss of 
markets. 

















FAILURE TO PLANT your cotton acreage allot- 
ments does a disservice to yourself and to 
your neighbors. Acreage allotments are 
based on plantings in previous years. 
When a state plants only 85 to 95% of its 
allotment, it is sacrificing acreage in 
future years. This acreage is gone 
forever. 

It works this way: Allotments are 
based on a 5-year average of plantings. 
One hundred acres unplanted one year, 
therefore, cuts the state allotment 20 
acres the next year and for every year that 
the reduction shows in the average. 

When you come back into the progran, 
you find that your state allotment is 
lower, your county allotment is lower and 
your individual allotment, based on plant- 
ings for 3 years, is considerably lower.

VAILABILITY of seed of the new hybrid grain sorg- 
hums for large scale planting in 1957—for the first 
time—looks like a real break for cash-crop farmers in the 
Southeast And the new hybrid sorghums tor grain look 
about as superior to the older, open-pollinated varieties as 
hybrid corn was to open-pollinated types. But not all of 
the problems of making the hybrid sorghums a first-class 
crop have been solved yet; 1957 will still be a tryout vear 
That's the conclusion from the reports of state experi- 
ment stations and farmers who tested the grain hybrids all 
over the Southeast last summer. Most state Extension 
specialists, however, prefer to wait for the results of another 
year’s tests before making recommendations. 


100 Bushels Tops 


So far, it appears that yields of as high as 100 bushels 
per acre, under better-than-average conditions, can be pro- 
duced. That's the yield B. T. Overbey, Williamson County, 
Tennessee, reports from well-fertilized bottomland. The 
same land, he estimates, would average about 60 bushels 
of corn per acre in good years, but wouldn't do that well 
during dry summers. 
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Another Tennessean, Ernest Morgan, of McDonald, in 
East Tennessee, figures his per-acre yield at 3,291 pounds 
(about 59 bushels) from his hybrid plot Under the same 
soil and weather conditions, his open-pollinated Martin 
But planting 
difficulties and poor spacing reduced Morgan’s yield on the 
hybrid; he hind-guesses it would have made about 100 
bushels with a better plant population 

Plots at Mississippi's Delta Branch Experiment Station 
have yielded up to 100 bushels of the best hybrids. But 
researcher Dr. P. G. Hogg says that such yields are prob- 
ably exceptional; 60 to 80 bushels is about what can be 
expected in the Delta.

As Good As Corn? 


Compared with some of the top corn yields that have 
been reported, even 100 bushels of sorghum grain doesn’t 
seem very high. Pound for pound, the feeding value of 
hybrids presently available isn’t quite as high as corn. 
On good corn land, where tasseling-time drouth doesn’t hit 
too often, corn is probably still a better bet as a high yielder.

soybean king, too! 


J. w. PRUETT wasn't satisfied with 
just record cotton yields on his cotton 
plantation near Inverness, Mississippi. 
He set his sights on record cotton and 
soybean yields in 1956. And look 
what happened— 

@ He harvested 72.3 bushels of soy- 
beans an acre on 10.5 measured acres 
last fall—enough to make him unoffi- 
cial soybean champion of the nation, 
probably of the world! 

@ He harvested just 11 pounds short 
of 51 bales of cotton on 10 acres, also

In past years, cotton got all the best 

land. Soybeans got the leftover acre- 
age. This year, he put 10.5 acres of 
his best land — recently formed and 
leveled—into soybeans. And it repaid 
him handsomely. 
@ Champion Pruett’s five-bale cotton 
yield resulted from four irrigations, 18 
complete or partial poisonings, 200 
pounds of actual nitrogen to the acre, 
five cultivations and two rotary hoe- 
ings. Half the nitrogen was bedded 
in before planting, half applied as a 
sidedressing, while the bolls were at 
heavy square stage. An adjoining cot- 
ton plot, which got only 150 pounds 
of nitrogen, still made 4.25 bales to 
the acre. Pruett’s soil tests high in 
phosphorus and potash. 

The cotton got the first of its four 
waterings, of 3 to 5 inches each, when 
there were three or four marble-size 
bolls to a stalk. Pruett is a believer 
in watering according to .he appear- 
ance of the plant. He decides by the 
color of the cotton leaves when it’s 
time to irrigate, and tries to maintain 
a yellowish-green color of the leaves.

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The More Nitrogen a Pasture Has, the more 
cows go for it. A Ga. dairy husband- 
man and an agronomist, J. C. Johnson 
and G. Burton, proved it with plots 
of Coastal Bermuda at Ga. Exp. Sta. 
at Tifton. Dairy cows ate 21% of Ber- 
muda that wasn't fertilized, 49% of 
the grass fertilized with 600 lbs. of 
nitrogen and 56% of it when fertilized 
with 1,500 lbs. Naturally, the highly 
fertilized plots also produced the 
most grass. 








Whipworms, a troublesome parasite of 
hogs in some areas, don't give up 
just because you rotate hog pastures.

Market Forecast For ‘57 


Hog Price Outlook is good. There'll be 
fewer pigs in '57, and thus less pork 
through early ‘58. That's fortunate, 
because pork isn't holding its own too 
well at the meat counters. Lowered 
production means some gradual im- 
provement in pork prices into next 
year. But don't look for prices at 
20 cents or above. There will still 
be a lot of hogs. 








Beef Outlook is better than grim early 
‘56, but not much. There'll be less 
heavy beef but more lightweight, 
lower-grade beef going onto market. 
Increase in cattle population has 
about stopped, and beef consumption 
is still rising, but effect won't be 
strongly felt in '57. Fat cattle 
prices will be slightly to comfort- 
ably above ‘56, and feeding profits 
are expected to be slightly hip. _r. 
But feeder cattle won't show m ch 
improvement over ‘56. 























Lamb prices should be a little better 
in early part of year, but aren't 
likely to be in late '57. Sheep pop- 
ulation is shifting from West to East, 
but there's no increase in total num- 
ber of sheep yet. Wool prices will 
Still average weil below the incen- 
tive payment level of 62 cents, making 
shrewd marketing still imperative. 











Milk prices should stay about where 
they've been, during first part of 
year, then strengthening to make the 
year's average gross income from milk 
a little higher than last year. But 
chances are that increased costs will 
eat up the gain. Don't expect much 
seasonal variation in net income from 
last year, unless dairy support pro- 
gram should be passed by Congress.

HEN you first step inside C. F. Chambers’ 

brooder houses on a chilly day, you'd think 

it's too cold for the chicks. But the chicks 
are warm and healthy on the radiant-heated floors of 
the cold rooms. 

Chambers was somewhat concerned, at first, with 
the possible effect of cold room brooding in the winter- 
time, but experience has taught him that the slabs have 
plenty of brooding area to take care of the chicks even 
in the coldest weather. With cold room brooding, 
chicks are able to find the temperature that suits them 
best, thus they seem to feather and gain weight faster 
The feed/meat conversion factor has pleased him 
greatly. 

According to Chambers, the radiant floor method 
of brooding has a number of other advantages. It is 
completely free from fire hazard. Heat is given off 
A general view of the Chambers poultry house show- by a number of electric heating cables imbedded in 
ing the 12 6x8’, 600-chick-capacity radiant floor concrete poured over a well-insulated base. In case 
brooders. If power is interrupted, slabs retain much of an interruption in the electric current the concrete 
of heat, losing only about one degree per hour. slab will retain much of the heat that’s in it. losing 
only about 1 degree per hour. The cable is laid on 
carefully calculated spacings, resulting in complete uni- 
formity of heat and a sturdy thermostat accurately 
controls the temperature of the brooder to within 2 
degrees of the setting. Because the heat is in the floor

Plane must pay 


for turkey panic 


Crops on a Castro County, Texas, 
ranch were sprayed by a low flying 
airplane, In the conduct of this opera- 
tion the plane, at the end of the row 
it was spraying, pulled up for the turn 
with a roar from the increased power. 
On an adjoining ranch were several 
acres of pens of turkeys. 

The noise brought panic and de- 
struction to the birds. Some of them 
were dead, others bruised and lacer- 
ated by flying in blind fear into 
troughs and fences. 

The owners of the ranch brought 
suit against the airplane operator. At 
the trial it appeared that the operator 
of the plane had flown low and could 
readily have seen the fright-stricken 
birds bruising and destroying them- 
selves. 

A lower court awarded a judgment 
in favor of the turkey ranch owner, 
for $524.96. The airplane owner ap- 
pealed. In its affirmance of that judg- 
ment, the Texas court said of the law 
governing the liability for damages 
under circumstances of this character: 

“Where a physical injury results 
from a fright or other mental shock, 
caused by the wrongful act or omis- 
sion of another, the injured party is 
entitled to recover as damages, pro- 
vided the act or omission is a proxi- 
mate cause of the injury and the in- 
jury ought, in the light of all the 
circumstances, to have been foreseen 
as a natural and probable conse- 
quence.” —A. W. Gray

Price Forecast For ‘57 


Corn Price Outlook depends a lot on outcome of 
Dec. 11 referendum, not yet ready to 
analyze, and on what Congress will do when 
it reconvenes. Almost certain: Support 
in non-commercial corn counties and for 
non-compliance crops of corn will be about 
same as ‘56, until and unless Congress 
passes new corn legislation, which it will 
probably try to do. That's assuming farnm- 
ers reject base acreage program in Dec. ll 
referendum. 

















Eggs will take the first few months of '57 

to recover from the '56 low. Prices until 
late spring may remain a little lower than 
the same period of last year. After that, 
they'll be about same as ‘56 prices. 








Here’s the Fruit Production Outlook for ‘57, if 
"average" weather prevails: More of all 
citrus fruits; nore apples, but fewer 
pears, plums and peaches; big increase in 
sweet cherries, strawberries and cran- 
berries; no change in grape crop. 











Soybeans may hang a little above support 
level, with less after-season strengthen- 
ing this year than usual. Anticipated 
oversupply apparently didn't develop from 
"56 crop, but may hit with '57 crop. 








Grain Sorghum crop in '57 promises to be big 
and cheap, making it a far better bet

For Tobacco: A Heap o’ Trouble 


Washington, D. C.—The Administration and USDA are carefully 
staying out of the current tobacco hubbub. Several tobacco state 
farm bureaus have called for an overhaul of the flue-cured and burley 
control programs, and the House Agriculture Committee has begun 
hearings to consider what legislative or administrative modernizing 
the programs need, 
P One of the leading and most persistent proposals is for an acreage- 
poundage control program. It would limit the number of pounds 
of tobacco eligible for support, as well as the number of acres. So 
far, there’s no strong support for it or for any of the other proposed 
modifications. And, admittedly, it would be a tough one to administer. 
But flue-cured tobacco is in trouble, that’s for sure And burley 
isn’t much better off, USDA admits. A 20 percent cut in flue-cured 
acreage has been ordered, to nobody’s surprise. But acreage cuts 
don’t seem to help much; flue-cured growers keep producing about 
the same amount of leaf on a reduced acreage as they did before 
cuts. They probably could even with the proposed acreage-spacing 
control method, recommended by Virginia Farmers Union and others 
P The acreage-poundage control idea, if it gains strength, could be 
important. It’s apparently the only one that’s sure to cut production. 
And it could be the pattern for other crops. Poundage controls for 
tobacco could lead the way to poundage controls for cotton and 
grain, too, if it could be made to work for tobacco 
P Tobacco’s trouble isn’t just too much tobacco, however—it’s too 
much of the wrong kinds. USDA admits the support program is 
largely to blame for encouraging production of too much pale, slick 
tobacco and more top-grade leaf than the market wants. Revisions 
in the program, to penalize neutral tobacco more and favor top-grade 
tobacco less—and get the lower grades better in line with demand— 
are in the works. But nobody expects they'll be much of a solution 
to the dilemma homogenization and filter-tips have brought to tobacco. 


Cotton Decontrols? Hardly 


> USDA officials can’t cotton to Senator Eastland’s recent prediction 
that acreage allotments for cotton might be lifted by 1959. The 
export sales program is proving highly effective, it’s true. And the 
smaller 1956 crop means the carryover into 1957 marketing year will 
be encouragingly smaller. Acreage Reserve payments per acre will 
be more attractive, although they'll be at the same rate per pound 
But Soil Bank can’t be expected to lower production in any of the 
next three years by more than about a million and a half bales. 
Otherwise, total acreage will be about the same as in ‘56. The export 
program, if it’s continued full steam this year and the next (which 
it probably won't be) can’t take off more than seven million bales 
a year—probably not that much. Net result: Conceivably, if every 
one of the production-reducing devices goes full tilt every year, 
acreage controls could be lifted by 1960, not 1959 Then it'd be 
Katy bar the door, say USDA officials, because cotton production 
would probably double immediately, and the surpluses would be on 
again. Most likely: Some relaxation, but no lifting, of controls if 
everything goes well in °57-'58. (See CoTTonc AST, page 10.)

Better hybrids than (Texas hybrids) 
now available are needed, say Miss. 
Experiment Station’s N. C. Merwine, 
C. L. Blount and P. G. Hogg. Their 
reason is that the present hybrids 
have a rather compact head, often 
leading to molds, insect buildup and 
harvesting difficulties. In Mississippi, 
as in much of the Southeast, you'll 
be ahead to harvest sorghums before 
the grain is fully dry. Then artifically 
dry it down to the 12 percent mois- 
ture level necessary for safe storage. 
It's one way to keep ahead of the 
birds, too. 

A new hybrid type on the way— 
Mississippi's Experimental | hybrid— 
and some new yellow endosperm hy- 
brids still being developed, promise 
to offset some of the disadvantages 
of presently available hybrids. How- 
ever, none of them will be available 
for at least another year, and the 
Experimental 1 hybrid still shows 
some tendency to lodge and lack of 
uniformity—also a disadvantage of 
some of the other hybrids. The vel- 
low endosperm hybrids—when they 
become available—promise to have 
the same feeding value as corn. 

The well - known, open - pollinated 
milos, like Plainsman and Martin, are 
still good bets for the Southeast, de- 
spite some promising advantages for 
the hybrids as they're developed. The 
open-pollinated varieties, too, have 
definite appeal for the Southeast: 
They're drouth and heat-resistant— 
able to survive dry spells far better 
than corn, although they actually re- 
quire about as much total moisture 
as corn during a season,

The 4,000-pound capacity stainless steel tank mounted 
on a 144-ton truck chassis remains in a shaded pit load- 
ing dock adjacent to the milking barn while being filled. 


Ir YOU are a dairyman, it’s not 
likely that you'll see places to save 
money in big chunks. But it is pos- 
sible for some dairymen. L. P. Duvall 
and Sons have found a way to realize 
an extra $1,500 a year income by 
transporting their own fluid milk pro- 
duction to nearby Denton, Texas. 

These dairymen believe others with 
a milking string of 90 cows or more 
can do what they’re doing if they live 
near their processing plant. Forty 
cents per hundredweight for hauling 
cuts deeply into profits. That's espe- 
cially true with operating cost less than 
10 cents a mile for the 28-mile round- 
trip the Duvalls make from their farm 
near Lewisville. 

The Duvalls started 
their own milk in 1953 
4,000-pound capacity stainless steel 
thermos tank mounted on a 1'%-ton 
truck chassis. The unit is large enough 
to handle two days’ production from 


transporting 
They have a 


their 90 cows. The truck remains in 


a pit loading dock adjacent to the 
milking barn when being filled. Milk 
flows through a cooling system di- 


rectly into the tank from the milking 
parlor and is delivered every other 
morning to the processing plant. The 
first part of the load flows into the 
thermos tank in the evening. This 
plan takes advantage of nights 
before the second milking goes into 
the tank. 

Temperatures in the tank change 
very little. The direct expansion type 
aerator and cooler cools the milk to 
32-34 degrees before going into the 
tank. It then increases to about 38 
degrees when milk is delivered. The 
Duvalls claim that a lot of milk cools 
the tank quicker and keeps it cool 
longer than smaller amounts. 

[he tank is rinsed and 
sterilized at the point of delivery as 
a service by the processing plant.

Our garden is infested with black 
ants and some kind of blight or lice. 
My neighbors tell me you can not 
have turnip greens for the lice.

In most cases when you find ants 
on vegetable plants, this is a good 
indication that the plants are infested 
with aphids or lice. These sucking 
insects secrete a kind of honeydew 
which attracts the ants. As a usual 
rule, the ants themselves do very little 
damage to plants; and when the aphids 
are controlled, you will not find the 
ants on the plants. The aphids, or 
plant lice, can usually be controlled 
by spraying when the temperature is 
above 70° with nicotine sulphate at 
the rate of one to two teaspoonfuls 
to a gallon of soapy water. Another 
new material which is widely used by 
commercial growers is malathion. 
This is used at the rate of two tea- 
spoonfuls to a gallon of water. 


How can I keep my white onions 
from turning green? I pull up my 
onions, cut off blades leaving about 
4 inches, then put onions on a shelf 
in a level shady place with roots up 
so that they can drain and cure. My 
onions usually keep nicely, but lose 
their color.

Your white onions have kept fairly 
well except that they have turned 
green after being in storage. This 
may have been caused by leaving the 
onions exposed too long in the sun 
before you put them in your shady 
storage place. This is the usual cause 
of greening on onions

I believe have the blight. The leaves 

are small and brown and there are 

few apples. What kind of treatment 
would you recommend?

The disease known as fire blight is 
probably responsible for the damage. 
This disease affects most varieties of 
apples and pears and spreads mainly 
during the blooming season by insects 
such as bees particularly during rainy 
seasons.

A pPARENTI Y there are still peo- 
ple who don’t know the importance of 
thoroughly cooking pork before eating 
it. Mr. S. didn’t know and almost lost 
his life from trichinosis. 

Mr. S. is a farmer, and a good one. 
He raises a good bit of that food that 
his family eats. Customarily at this 
time of the year he butchers a hog 
and makes his own sausage. 

He likes the spicy taste of sausage, 
and a month ago when he butchered 
he tasted the raw sausage along as he 
made it. 

Three days later he had some diar- 
rhea and cramping in his abdomen. 
He passed this off as intestinal flu and 
didn’t me for a week, when he 
began to notice also fever, swelling of 
the eyelids, and pains in many muscles 
of the body. 

The cause of his sickness was a puz- 
zle until some blood tests lead to the 
suspicion of trichinosis. A skin test 
was positive, and when a small piece 
of muscle removed it showed 
under the microscope the small larva 
forms of trichinosis imbedded in the 
muscle tissue. 

The small round worms that: cause 
trichinosis live in the intestines of in- 
fected hogs, producing larval forms 
which migrate to muscles of the ani- 
mal. These may live for many months 
in hog meat unless killed by extreme 
heat or cold. If infected flesh is eaten 
the larvae develop into adult worms 
in the human intestine, and produce 
many tiny active embryos which mi- 
grate to all parts of the body giving 
severe and sometimes fatal symptoms. 

Mr. S. is apparently recovering from 
his trichinosis, but since there is no 
specific treatment for the disease his 
doctors can’t take much credit for it. 

Since trichinosis in hogs can be 
largely avoided by feeding no garbage 
to them, this seems to be one of the 
easiest ways to control the disease. 

Because there is no easy way to tell 
the difference between infected pork 
and good pork the safest policy is to 
thoroughly cook all pork products be- 
fore eating.

Banana Chiffon Cake 


T¥e cup sifted cake water 
flour veg cup sieved very 
%4 cup sugar ripe bananas (1'/>2 
Tye teaspoons bak- bananas) 
ing powder Ve teaspoon vanilla 
Va teaspoon salt ve cup egg whites 
(4 whites)

Sift dry ingredients together into 
mixing bowl. Make a well in center of 
mixture, add salad oil, egg yolks, 
water, bananas and vanilla. Beat with 
spoon until smooth. Into large mixing 
bow! put egg whites and cream of tar- 
tar. Whip until very stiff peaks are 
formed—do not underbeat, they 
should be much stiffer than for angel 
food cake or meringue. Gradually 
pour cake batter over whipped whites, 
gently fold until the two mixtures 
are blended. Do not stir. Pour into 
ungreased tube cake pan, bake in 
325° F, oven one hour or until top 
springs back when lightly touched 
Immediately turn pan upside down. If 
pan does not have supports to keep 
it off the table then place tube part 
over the neck of a bottle. Let pan 
hang until cake is cold. Loosen from 
sides and tube with spatula and re- 
move from the pan 

Divide the cake into three even 
layers, spread whipped cream filling 
between the layers and over the top 
and sides, garnish with banana slices 
that have been dipped in lemon, 
orange or grapefruit juice to keep 
from turning dark. Keep in refrigera- 
tor until serving time.

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st UPPOSE the government told you you couldn't farm 
votes: you joined the Farm Bureau, the Grange or— 
perish the thought—the Farmers Union? Or that your wife 
had to belong to a Home Demonstration club, your children 
to 4-H and FFA before you'd be “eligible” to farm? (It’s 
bad enough being told what you can and can’t plant.) 

If you are a Democrat, Republican, Mason, Methodist, 
Elk, Rotarian or American Legioner, you can resign, join 
another organization or none and suffer no consequences 
But a laborer, by act of Congress (Taft-Hartley), must join 
the union where he works—in the 32 union shop states 
Only 16 states have their own right-to-work laws. In the 
other 32 states, workers are compelled to join the union, 
compelled to have their dues checked off from their pay by 
their compelled employer. And then the union officials take 
the booty and are not even compelled to report how they 
spend it 


Future Belongs to the South 


These Southern states have right-to-work laws: Alabama, 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, and Virginia. Right-to- 
work laws are of vital concern to the South and to Southern 
farmers. Both American Farm Bureau Federation and 
National Grange favor right-to-work laws. Many Southern 
farmers are part-time industrial workers. Where unionism 
is compulsory, the farmer must pay an initiation fee and 
regular dues, cash in advance, for the right to try to make 
ends meet between crops. 

Because of the quality and abundance of good climate, 
water, geography, land, and people, the future belongs to 
the South—with or without right-to-work laws. But we'll 
make more progress if workers have a right but not a com- 
pulsion to join unions. Unions are now trying to prevent 
industries from moving South. They impose cash penalties 
for non-union production in a branch plant. The AFL- 
CIO United Hatters, Cap & Millinery Workers International 
Union, for instance, demanded that the American Needle and 
Novelty Company of Chicago pay 50 cents to $1.50 a dozen 
to it for any cap production transferred to the proposed new 
plant in Frankfort, Kentucky. The Kentucky plant was not 
opened. A New York garment manufacturer is paying 
$250,000 over a four-year period to the AFL-CIO Inter- 
national Ladies Garment Workers Union to “make up” for 
the labor costs it saves by operating two non-union plants 
in the South. That's carpetbagging, modern style. 

There are several reasons why unions are bucking the 
movement of industry to the South: Unions are pushing 
“civil rights” which means desegregated workers. Southern 
workers are harder to organize, more independent, harder 
to control. And so are the politicians. 

In 1954 a union-directed reign of terror began at The 
Kohler Company in Kohler, Wisconsin, mainly because the 
company wouldn't force workers to belong to a union. For 
over three years anyone who wanted to work at the Kohler 
Company has done so at the expense of possible violence 
to his person, his family or his property. (That's Kohler, 
Wisconsin—not Moscow, Russia.) There have been more 
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than 800 gunshot blasts into homes, arson, brickbats, cut 
cables, dynamitings of automobiles, window smashings, acid 
throwings, murders, pig poisonings, and cow cuttings by 
union “morale builders” enjoying a right-to-wreck mandate 
from government authorities. The union came to Kohler 
not to protest the downtrodden working man but to collect 
dues. The village of Kohler has long been known as an 
outstanding example of a planned industrial garden com- 
munity where practically all families own their own homes 
and wages are higher than the average for the industry, state, 
or county. The enlightened Kohler Company had not laid 
off a worker for 17 years. In spite of the union's imported, 
professional picket lines, violence, vandalism, anarchy, and 
$6 million in union funds, the company stuck it out and 
is Operating again. And now that it has lost the strike the 
union has resorted to urging boycott of purchase and use 
of Kohler products, and is attempting to get local unions 
all over the country to refuse to install or “slow down” 
installations of Kohler products 

If 2 company should hire thugs to interfere with another 
company’s business, the fine and jail sentences would be stiff 
But if union pickets do it, it’s “organizational activity.” If 
you attempt to cross the picket line and are beaten by hired 
goons (they don’t even have to be striking workers) you 
can’t collect damages. Unions are above the law 

It is legal for organized labor to destroy a company but 
illegal for a company to destroy a union, 

The time is overdue to incorporate unions and tax them 
as any other business, to make them legally liable, and sub- 
ject to anti-trust laws. Even boxing bouts and stage shows 
are subject to anti-trust laws 


Free Men Have Free Choice 


The Supreme Court used to believe (before it was packed) 
that the Bill of Rights protected the right to work. Now 
the court upholds unions in forcing membership on unwill- 
ing workers. Thus millions of laborers are held captive in 
unions they don’t want to contribute to, by edict of the 
Congress of the U. S. backed by the Supreme Court. In 
32 states you can get a job without joining a church, but 
not without joining a union. The Supreme Court believes 
in segregation of church and state, and in integration of 
unions and state 

True liberty means more than freedom from servitude. 
Liberty means freedom to serve or not to serve. To work 
or not to work. Freedom of choice. The unions demanded 
and got the union shop law in order to force non-union 
workers to join, not just to get their dues money but so 
they'd have disciplinary power over their present members 
who'd feel free to resign if the law permitted it 

Neither Big Business, Big Labor nor Big Government have 
the moral right to sign away men’s freedom. 

If Congress knocked out the clause in Taft-Hartley which 
specifically permits states to pass laws banning forced union- 
ism, all state right-to-work laws would become invalid. Let's 
support right-to-work laws. 

Right-to-work laws are good for the South. Right-to-work 
laws are good for farmers. Right-to-work laws are good.
